in or about his Houſe, aboue one Day and one Night, without making the ſame knowne foorth with to the next 
Conſtable, or other Officer of this Towne, to the end that the ſaid Stranger, or vnknowne Traueller may be exa- 
mined, by ſome Iuſtice of Peace neere adioyning. 
2 Item, That he ſhall not ſuffer an Playing at Cards, Tables, Dice, Bowles, Nine holes, or any otherynlawfull 
Game, or any Diſorder, or Outrage in his Houſe, Orchard, Garden, or Back- ſide, but ſhall keepe good Order and Rule 


in his ſaid Houſe. 
3 Irem, That he ſhall not 8 neighbours Children or Seruants to Tipple in his Houſe at all, nor any other 


to Tipple in his houſe, otherwiſe then by the Statutes are allowed. 
4 Lem, that he doe not ſuffer any to Tipple in time of Prayer, or Sermon, on any Sabbath or Feſtiuall dayes, nor 


at any time after eight a clocke at Night.

6 Item, that he ſhall not Buy or take to Pawne, or ſuffer to be Bought or taken to Pawne in his Houſe (to his know- 
ledge)any goods of any vaknowne Traueller, or of any Neighbors children, or Seruants, or of any mans Wife, without 
the conſent of their Parents, Maſters, or husbands reſpectiuely and if any ſuch Goods be offered to Sale, or Pawne, by 
any Stranger, hee ſhall make the ſame knowne forthwith to the next Conſtable, or other Officer of this Towne. 

Lem, that he doe not (ell his beſt Drinke aboue Foure pence the Gallon, nor the ſecond ſort aboue Two pence 

the Gallon, nor ſuffer any Fleſh · victuals to be Dreſſed or Eaten in his Houſe in Lent, or on any other dayes prohibited 
by the Lawes of this Realme. 

8 rem, that he ſhall not ſuffer any Baudry, or diſhoneſt Meetings, in or about his houſe, nor ſhall procure or cauſe 
to be Inticed any man to drinke in his houſe, vntill he ſhall be Drunke, or diſtempered with Drinke. 

9 le, that he ſhall not ſuffer any — Piping, or Dancing, in or about his houſe, on any Sabbath day, nor in 
time of Diuine Seruice, or Sermon, on any Feſti f. or Holy day. 
10 hem, that he ſhall cauſe this Licence to be openly fixed vp in the Hall: Roome of his dwelling Houſe, to the end 
that euery one may ſes what Articles he is bound to oblecue.
